4.  If  Plaintiff  does  not  intend  to  file  a  Second  Amended  Complaint,  the  following 
schedule  shall  apply: 

a.  Plaintiff  shall  file  oppositions  to  Defendants’  motions  to  dismiss  by 

February  11, 2019. 

b.  Defendants  shall  file  their  replies,  if  any,  to  Plaintiffs  oppositions  by 
March  29,  2019.

•  For  Plaintiffs  oppositions  to  Defendants’  motions  to  dismiss,  Plaintiff  shall 
file  a  brief  of  no  more  than  50  pages  in  response  to  Defendants’  omnibus  brief,  and 
Plaintiff  may  file  additional  briefs  of  no  more  than  15  pages  each  in  response  to  the 
individual  Defendants’  briefs. 

•  Defendants  shall  file  an  omnibus  reply  brief  of  no  more  than  25  pages,  and 
each  individual  Defendant  may  file  an  additional  reply  brief  of  no  more  than  10 
pages  each.
